atcvended the eenferonce as observers. 


The conference lasted Rive days and was concerned primarily with completing 
presarations for medical aid to Chinese "voluntcers" at the Korean front, 
FU Lienechane ( ‘# gE HE), denuty head of the Modical Deoartnent, surmariced 
the resolutions passed at the conferonce as follara:

additional field hespitals in avorooriate locations. 


f, Yo hasten the reeuperation of the sick and wounded, sending those with 
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minor wounds to their units in order that hospital beds would be 
available for the noedy. 


@. To nobilize and organise hospitals in various military regions end 
large cities as reserves. 


. Yo strengthen govermicnt control in the manufacture of drug and medicine 
in order that emergency medical supplics wy be prepared according to 
established plans. 


i. To coordincve offorts of the political agercies and the suocly and 
servicer organizations ir initiating carpaicns to insure heal thysolcdiors 
anc strong herses which will help meintain the combat strength of the 
axmod ore 28.
